An estimate of the township lev­ 
ies for free gravel road bonds and 
interest, which will he acted on by 
the commissioners at their Septem­ 
ber meeting, has been prepared 
at 
tin* auditor’s office and shows 
in­ 
creases in three townships—Posey, 
Rushville and Jackson. 
Rushville township will make the 
greatest jump, due to the bonds to 
he issued for the Harrison and P er­ 
kins 
s t r e e t s 
improvements 
being 
included in the proposed rate 
for 
1928. The sum of $10,832.20 is be­ 
ing c o l l e c t e d in this township 
this 
year f o r free gravel road bonds and 
interest, and next year the sum 
of 
$21,177.19 will be required, disclos­ 
ing an increase of more than $4,000. 
Pose\ and Jackson townships are 
the other two where gravel 
road 
bond and interst levies will be high­ 
er next year, due to new roads being
